Invaders with SCLC. They explained to her that at the 
SCLC convention Rev. ANDREW J. YOUNG, Executive Vice 
SCLC, had accused the Invaders of Incltlmr 
II!® Memphis which culminated in 

the 4/4/68 sniping death of Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING. JR 
and therefore placed blame for KING'S death on the ** 
Invaders. FERGUSON claimed, "We helped build the 
sanitation strike and helped solve It and KING, while 
111 Memphis, March and April 1968, piotoised us much 
financial help." He added, "We Oovaders) also helped 
establish and run SCLC's Resurrection City In Washington 
D. C., and SCLC didn't live up to Its promises to us." ’ 
FERGUSON and ROGERS said they resented YOUNG'S accusations 
and for this reason tried to disrupt the SCLC convention. 

ROGERS told FINSTON that Invaders might start 
n scries of rent strikes among Negro poor who lived in 
sub-standard housing. He told her HOP was ceasing to 
pay rent at 1310 Florida, which Invaders had also been 
using for their headquarters, and that Invaders would not 
leave; that they would pull a "sit In" and insist on 
keeping the building "rent free." ROGERS claimed 
Invaders had painted the building and put up wood 
paneling. He said an Alperln family, with offices In 
the 1300 block on Poplar, owned the building and was 
renting the building to someone else. 

FINSTON said she would leave Memphis 9/5/68 
en route to Louisville, Kentucky, to see CARL aikl ANNE 
BRADEN. She did, however, contact CHARLES L, CABBAGE 
on the night of 9/4/68. Results of contact are not 
known.
